6. In consideration of COUNTY'S services as set forth in this agreement,
TIMES shall pay to COUNTY the cost of COUNTY’S services. For the
purposes of this agreement, the actual cost of the COUNTY'S services
shall be computed by COUNTY; the maximum liability of TIMES under this
agreement shall not exceed $4,000.
